The idea was started in the States by| 
an apple grower who thought that 
there were possibilities of selling to 
men in offices, so he started in by| 
putting up nice cartons of picked ap 
ples with the motto: “An apple a day | 
keeps the doctor ay ay,” and delivered! 
them in the offices. This led to oth-|

duce. Many of the ordinary things 
on a farm are dainties to the city 
folks, and there are many inquiries) 
from passers-by, for eggs, butter,} 
jeream, buttermilk, chickens, sweet 
corn, rhubarb and berries when in 
season.
